The results of the political, poll 
sponsored by the Volette are hot 
oE the wire.

One surprising fact was the large 
number of students who voted for 
Truman in spite of the Civil 
Rights proposal and its reception 
in the Sou^h. Some of the stu¬ 
dents may have considered the 
poll an amusing incident, but 
most of those who voted or ex¬ 
pressed their opinions took the 
matter seriously. Most of the 
students seemed to have formed 
opinions of the candidates and a 
surprising number of our future 
citizens knetfr the date of the 
election.

The sympathies of the students 
were much as could have been 
expected from a poll in the South. 
One hundred forty-one students 
were Democrats, forty.one were 


Republicans, thirty-three students 
sympathized with the States 
Rights Party, and one student 
was brave enough to say that he 
w as for the Socialist Party. 
Thirty-five students were neutral. 
The greater number of neutrals 
were sophomores. 

Sixty-five co.eds voted as com¬ 
pared to one hundred ninety.eight 
men. Remember, boys, that there 
are fewer women here than men; 
so a larger per cent of the women 
voted than men. 

No one is interested in figures— 
arithmetical figures that is! So 
here are some student opinions of 
the election and the candidates, 
all in a hash.

Volette 'Half of Fame' Definite Plans Being Made On 
t^viN white New Ag Building Says Meek

Have you been to the library 
lately ? Probably everyone has 
been there at some time or other, 
but 21 years ago you would not 
have been able to go to the li¬ 
brary and enjoy the current mag¬ 
azines or look up some vital facts 
about an experiment you were 
having in chemistry. You would 
not have been able to^do it today 
if it had not been for the work 
Miss Burney has done and is still 
’Going to build up the library here 
At the Junior College. 

Building a library is much like 
building a house. Starting with 
almost nothing, Miss Burney 
came to U. T. J. C. because it 
seemed a challenge to her, and 
she definitely likes challenges. 

What was there to start with? 
There was not much, just a few 
books and her will to build. These 
few books she started with were 
the ones the Hall-Moody School 
had turned over to the College. 
The books were “weeded out” 
and the ones applicable to the 
College were kept. With the co¬ 
operation of the administration 
more books were bought. The 
framework was thus completed. 

Now the job was to bring books 
and people—faculty and students 
—together. After all, that is the 
job of a library. How could this 
be done? How could more books 
be put on the shelves? It is for. 
tunate not only for us at the 
college but for those who live in 
this part of the state, that Miss 
Burney was thinking of a way to 
answer these questions of how to 
get more books and how to bring 
people and books together. 

With an English degree from 
the University of Wisconsin and 
a certificate in library science 
from Emery School of Atlanta, 
Georgia, she embarked upon this 
challenge by cooperating With the 
Tennessee Library Association, 
The Western Education Associa. 
tion, and the Tennessee Educa¬ 
tion Association in the furtherance 
of regional library development. 
Not only was Miss Burney build¬ 
ing the library at U. T. J. C., but 
she was also helping to build the 
library system in this part of the 
state. 

In 1937 Miss Burney served as 
chairman of the Junior College 
Division of the American Library, 
Association, and three years later 
she was on the committee of 
Budgets, Compensation, and 
Schemes of the American Library 
Association. While working on 
these committees, Miss Burney 
learned many methods by which 
a library could be evaluated and 
the desirable standards brought

Mr. Meek disclosed Friday that i 
$500,000, a half million bucks to I 
you, has been allocated to the 1 
proposed Agriculture Building. I 
“Though details of the building 
are yet to be worked out,” Mr. i 
Meek stated, “we now know the 
size and shape of the building and 
the classes it will contain.” 

The new building will be H. 
shaped and will face the Indus¬ 
trial Arts Building, but the west¬ 
ern wings will extend further 
west. The South part will be 
made in three units, the central 
unit being 1 y 2 .2_stories high and 
the other two, one-story. This 
wing will contain the new library 
in two of the sections and a 
king-size lecture room in the re¬ 
maining section. 

The north wing will be two 
stories high and well over 200 feet 
long. The bottom story will con¬ 
tain the Agricultural labs and 
lectures and above all things an 
elevator. The second story will 
contain Biological Sciences. In 
commenting on the expansion of 
facilities, Mr. Meek said, “In the 

Why I Will Go 
To The Polls Today 

The fact that I was born in the 
United States gives me the in¬ 
herent right to vote upon reach¬ 
ing the age of 21. Native citizens 
of the United States tend to un¬ 
derestimate their power as voters. 
During the elections of public of¬ 
ficials, approximately half of the 
eligible voters form their opinions 
of who will be elected; then they 
fail to cast their ballots, saying 
that one small vote could not 
change the outcome anyway. 

I harp on the native.American ( 
voter because foreign-born citi¬ 
zens of our country are more like¬ 
ly to enter their nearest voting 
booth. These people through per¬ 
sonal experience have seen the 
results of not acting. It may be 
true that such a radical change is 
not likely to occur in this democ¬ 
racy of ours, but suppose this 
“don’t care” attitude became na. 
tion.wide. Any one man, includ¬ 
ing Henry Wallace, could don the 
presidential robes. 

Worst of all offenders when it 
comes to non.voting are the 
women. Although they now out. 
number male voters by some two 
million, women still vote much J 
less than men. It has been proved 
in more than one survey that, al¬ 
though women campaigned and 
fought for their right to vote on 
an equal basis with men, a high 
percentage of them still contend 
the balloting should remain man’s 
job. 

In many countries voting is con- 


present Science Building we have 
6,500 square feet of floor space 
for Biology, Chemistry, and Phys¬ 
ics; in the Ag Building, for Bi¬ 
ology alone, we will have over 
13,000 square feet.

Hamlin Tells Of 
Polar Expedition 

I was serving in the Navy when 
I was notified the ship I was on 
was to go with Admiral Byrd’s 
expedition to the South Pole. We 
left San Diego, California, Decern, 
ber 5, 1946, with destination Lit¬ 
tle America. After being at sea 
for about 28 days we came to the 
Ross ice-shelf, which is nothing 
but ice and snow. We were 
chosen to go through the center 
of the ice shelf. 

We proceeded to go through 
with five ships following us; they 
consisted of a cargo ship, com¬ 
munication ship, destroyer, sub¬ 
marine, and of course, an ice-cut- 
ter. The submarine was too small 
to take the beating the ice was 
giving us; so the ice.cutter had 
to take it back out. This was 
i when the first exciting moments 
started. 

While the ice.cutter was tak¬ 
ing the submarine out, we froze 
in. We couldn’t move forwards 
or backwards. We fired guns try¬ 
ing to break the ice, but this did 
no good. 

In the meantime a huge ice¬ 
berg started moving in on us; 
luck was with us and it just 
missed the side of the ship. It 
was about 40 below zero, but I 
think everybody was sweating 
during this time. 

The ice.cutter returned and we 
proceeded through about 600 
miles of ice before reaching Lit¬ 
tle America. We then set up camp 
on th ice. After being there about 
two days I got my first view of 
Admiral Byrd. During the time 
we were there it never got dark. 
We stayed at Little America 
about a month. It was about 50 
or 60 blow zero and this was 
termed summer there. 

We then started back through 
the ice.shelf. We were about 400 
miles through when we ran into 
1 an iceberg storm. Huge blocks 
of ice floating about 30 miles an 
hour were knocking us everyway. 
After knocking four or five holes 
in the ship, an iceberg knocked 
our rudder off. We had to be 
towed to New Zealand where we 
were patched up enough to come 
back to the States.
